The hist duty of the government ie the 
proper transaction of government bu*-i 
new*. The power tf appointment h“B 
been given to the president and the heads 
of departments not to reward personal or 
party friends, but to select jompetent 
persons to do the go yernment business 
Under the growth of the spoils system, it 
came to Le assumed that the first duty of 
the govt rnment was to supply places for 
party wi rkers. That they were mostly 
efficient in these places was accidental 
ratter 
than prem editated—Milwaukee 
Sentinel. 
T teie is a good deal of misunderstand­ 
ing on the question as to what is the 
spoil system. 
The mugwump paperst 
with their usual inconsistency, claim that 
shoal I General Harrison mas© many 
chaagts after his inaugural! jn, it will 
be evidence that he intends to adopt the 
policy of spoile. 
They won’t take into 
account the fact that the civil service is 
in a very sickly condition. 
They won’t 
listen to the statements that thousands 
of exp9rienled clerks aud other worthy 
officials were bounced to make places for 
dtmo:ra*8 nuder the Cleveland admin- 
istrt>ti< r, and that in filling these places 
in a msjonty of cases inexperienced men 
were placed in positions of great re­ 
sponsibility. 
Neither tue mugwumps nor the dem­ 
ocrats can distinguish between civil ser­ 
vice reform and the spoils system. 
Civil service refoim would bounce nine- 
tentbs of the present democratic office,

ly conduct of these who have murder in 
flu ir Le sit. This condition of things in 
Florida, and the killing of Colonel Clay­ 
ton in Araansas, show pretty clearly the 
ruling spirit in the south. Attrocious 
political murders are the means employ­ 
ed by democratic workers to make their 
power supreme. And there doeB not 
seem to be any desie on the part of the 
democratic leaders in the south to wipe 
out the foul stain from the reoord they 
have made. 


A carious chapter in the history of a

?his government. Verily have Mr. Cleve­ 
land and histdvitors been standing on 
their heads.

Washington, Feb. 2.—The President 
Friday transm itted to Congress a report 
from Secretary Bayard on Samoan affairs, 
inclosing the following documents. 
The 
first is a telegram from Vice-Consul Black- 
lock, as follows: 
A uckland, Jan. 31.—German Consul 
declares Germany at war, with Samoa un­ 
der m artial law .” 


S ecretary B a y a rd ’s P ro te st. 
Then follows the following paraphrase of 
telegraphic instructions sent to Minister 
Pendleton at Berlin on Jan. 31: 
‘‘Air Bayard instructs the minister of 
the United States at Berlin to inform tho 
German government that advices from 
Apia state that the German consul had de­ 
clared Germany to be at war with M ataafa 
and Samoa to be under m artial law. 
Mr. 
Bayard informs Minister Pendleton that 
the German minister at this capital, under 
instructions from Prince Bismarck, had a l­ 
ready acquainted the government of the 
declaration of war by Germany against 
M ataafa and had accompanied the notifica­ 
tion with the statement that Germany 
would of course abide by the agreement with 
America and England touching Samoa and 
preserve under all circumstances the rights 
of this government established by treaty. 
But in view of the advices from Apia Mr. 
Bayard instructs Mr. Pendleton to say that 
this government assumed that tho German 
officials in Samoa would bo instructed care­ 
fully to refrain from interference with 
American citizens 
and property there, 
hence no declaration of m artial law* could 
extend Gorman jurisdiction so as to in­ 
clude control of Americans in Samoa. Such 
a pretension could not lie recognized or 
conceded by this government.” 
On tho same date Mr. Bayard wrote to 
Count Arco Valley informing him of Mr. 
Blacklock’s dispatch, and also of the con­ 
tents of the above instructions to Minister 
Pendleton. 


G erm an O rders M odified. 


Under Friday’s date Count Areo-Valley, 
under instructions from the prince chan­ 
cellor, sent the following note to Secretary 
Bayard: 
“ As a state of war was declared agaiust 
Alataafa, tho commander of the German 
squadron issued a proclamation by which 
foreigners established in Samoa wrere sub­ 
jected to m artial law. 
International law 
would to a certain extent not prevent such 
a measure, but as Prince Bismarck is of 
opinion that our m ilitary authorities have 
gono too far in this instance the m ilitary 
commander has received telegraph orders 
to withdraw the part of the proclamation 
concerning foreigners. 
In 
negotiating 
with M ataafa our consul at Samoa has 
asked that the administration of the islands 
of Samoa m ight be temporarily handed 
over to him, which demand, not being in 
conformity to our previous promise re­ 
garding the neutrality and independence of 
Samoa, Air. Knappe has been ordered by 
telegram to withdraw 
immediately his 
command.” 
The Senate, on motion of Mr. Salisbury, 
adopted a resolution instructing tho com­ 
mittee on foreign relations to inquire into 
the condition of affairs in tho Samoan 
islands, and to report, at an early day, 
what measures are necessary and proper to 
protect rile interests of American citizens 
therein, and to discharge and obligations of 
tho Unite I States to the people of those 
islands in the maintenance of their own 
local government from the interference of 
any foreign power, and to secure the just 
rights and interests of tho United States in 
tho future control of tho government of 
those islands.

I S I T A HADDOCK CASE? 


The little village of Mt. Horeb, in 
Dane county, was the scene of a tragedy 
which very raaoh resembles that of 
Bioux City when George G. Haddock 
was the victim. 
G. 0. Mandt publishes 
the San newspaper of that village, and 
baa taken 
a very radical 
position 
against the saloons. 
He has been 
publishing it about one year, devoting 
much of the spa ae to a discussion of the 
saloon question. A few days ago Mr. 
M*ndt received an anonymous letter 
couched in the most scurrilous terms and 
full of threats in c&se he should continue 
to attack the liquor men. 
In his next 
issue he replied to the letter, urging all 
good citizens “to unite in suppressing 
the saloons and to clean out the stink- 
holes we have among us to foster sneaks, 
cowards, cnmiuale and everything else.” 
On Thursday night when Mr. Mandt 
was preparing to retire, some one rapped 
on the door of hie house, and when he 
asked who was there, no reply was made, 
not suspecting barm was awaiting him, he 
opened the door, aud instantly a aho t 
was fired, end Mr. 
Mandt fell back­ 
wards with a bullet in his right lung. It 
was done so quickly that be could not 
recognize the ast'assm. An examination 
of the wound gives hope that it will not 
prove fatal, although it is a serious one. 
It is believed in view of the position 
Mr . Mondt bas taken in regard to the 
saloons, and the chaiaoter of the bnnon- 
ymou8 letter be received laet week, that 
the attempted assassination is the cow­ 
ardly work of the saloon men. The sa­ 
loon-keepers, however, 
declaim any 
knowledge as touching tho assasin, and 
say that they carried no hostility Jouard 
Mr. M andt. Bot public sentiment seem 
to ba on the side of the theory th it the 
murder was planned by the ^saloon men 
their agents.

Great Britain, and that our own Govern­ 
ment was forced to retreat from just such 
a position when one of our naval vessels 
stopped a British vessel in 1863 and took 
off tho confederate commissioners. 
Air. 
Thomas (111.) of tho committee has prepar­ 
ed and will present to the Houso the 
following resolution: 
“ Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States, in 
Congress assembled, that the President is 
hereby authorized and directed to take 
such steps, forcibly if deemed expedient, 
as are necessary and proper to protect and 
maintain tho honor, dignity, and interests 
of the flag and government of the United 
States a n i its citizens wherever dispersed, 
against tho acts of the Emperor of Ger­ 
many and his forces.” 


Buffalo Experiences a T errible Confla­ 
g ra tio n —Loa«, 81,000.000. 
BUFE a lo , N. Y ., Feb. 2.—Shortly after 
3 o’clock this morning Oro broke out in the 
Jew ett block, which runs through from 
Seneca £>treet to Carroll. 
The structure, 
six stories high, was located almost in the 
heart of the city, aud was occupied by 
Root & Keating, extensive dealers 
in 
leather. 
Before an alarm had l>een given 
the flames had secured a lasting hold on the 
handsome building, the fire being fled by 
the inflammable material contained in the 
building. 
The departm ent was at work 
promptly, but the men labored at great 
disadvantage owing to tho almost unbear­ 
able heat. 
Crowds packed tho streets in 
tho neighborhood, but 
were 
unable to 
get near 
the 
blazing 
structure ow­ 
ing to the terrible 
heat. 
One hook 
and ladder company had been at work for 
a few minutes pouring water in atone of tho 
windows, but the stifling clouds of smoke 
which ramo out of the window forced them 
to retreat. 
By that time it was clear that 
the entire block was doomed, and tho fire­ 
men turned their attention to adjoining 
property. 
The entire city was illuminated 
by the blaze, and people poured into tho 
adjoining streets from all quarters. 
Tho 
Empire Coffee mills caught tire, and as tho 
two burning buildings were directly oppo­ 
site the Arlington and Broezel’s hotels the 
guests in these hostleries betook themselves 
to safer quarters. 
Jew ett's now 
store 
and Sydney Holmes’ candy factory next 
ignited and shortly after the barn caught 
fire. 
By that time the Broozel was a mass 
of flames, all the guests and employes hav­ 
ing, however, escaped in safety. 
So far as 
known now no lives have been lost. 
Tho 
flames burst from tho front of Sibley & 
Holinwood’s great confectionery works on 
Seneca street. 
A few minutes lator tho 
lower floor of Swift & Slamback’s stove 
store, three doors above Sibley’s, burst in­ 
to flames suddenly. 
A t 3:40 the entire 
lower half of tho two blocks bounded by 
Wells, 
Exchange, Seneca, 
and 
Elliott 
streets, seemed doomed. 
The lire was u t­ 
terly beyond control of tho departm ent 
and the telegraph wires were giving them 
great annoyance. 
While the blaze was still burning fiercely 
the wind, which had been previously light, 
suddenly turned into a gale, and tho blaze, 
in consequence, became all tho more un­ 
controllable. 
At this hour several largo 
warehouses adjacent are now endangered. 
There are some explosives in tho lower 
part of Jew ett’s store, and should tho 
flames reach them it is feared somo lives 
will bo lost. 
The firemen are working like 
heroes, but are hampered by largo crowds 
that are blockading the streets and can not 
be kept l>ack by the police. 
Shortly after 
4 o’clock Fire Chief Fred Hornung had his 
hand nearly cut off a t tho wrist by a heavy 
sheet of plate glass. 
At 4: IO the two upper 
floors of Jew ett’s great “ fire proof” build­ 
ing, six storias high, weco burning fiercely, 
and as the cellar of the building was filled 
with naphtha, great apprehension was felt. 
The Arlington hotel, which backed tho 
Broezel houso, was then gutted, and tho 
flames were communicating to tho whole­ 
sale confectionery store of Robinson A 
Dick, opposite Sibley & Holmwood’s, and 
also to the wholesale grocery of C. P. 
Churchill’s Sons. 
Tho whole city fire do- 
dartm ent was at work, but owing to 
the blinding snow and wind storm which 
was raging, 
their 
efforts 
were futile. 
At 4:10 the walls of Sibley & Holmwood’s 
store fell, and Glouber’s hat factory caught 
fire, the Broezel House being by this time 
gutted. 
The walls of tho Root & Keating 
leather manufactory were paitly down and 
the rest were momentarily expected to 
come down. 
Moffatt Bros. ’ establishment 
on Carroll street was also in flames. 
Tho 
hook and ladder truck No. I had l>een en­ 
tirely consumed. 
At 4:12 Levi & Alarcus’ 
clothing store was burning. 
The chief en­ 
gineer being disabled, the famous “ Bob” 
Carlton, ex-chief, took command. 
At this 
hour (4:30 a. rn.) it is thought the fire is 
under control. 
It is impossible as yet to 
get a close estimate on tho losses but 
there is little doubt it will bo 
over

Mr. Sherman presented in the Senate a 
copy of the deed and transfer of the harbor 
of Pango-Pango to the United States, and 
it was referred to tho foreign relations com­ 
mittee. 
It was made out on board tho 
United States ship Adams, and reads as 
follows: 
“ To whom it may concern: Be it known 
that we, the undersigned, being duly au­ 
thorized and empowered by the Taimua 
and Faipulo of the Samoan government, 
do hereby, on this the 5th day of August, 
1878, transfer to the government or the 
United States tho privilege of usingjthe 
port of Pango-Pango and the shores there­ 
of in accordance with the provisions of a 
treaty of friendship and commerce conclud­ 
ed at Washington, in the United States of 
America, between tho United States and 
Samoa on the 17th day of January, 1878. 
“ T a im u a M a F a ip u l e . 
“ L avaca. 
“ L k ia t o . 
“ T u ila o i Ko to. 
“ Witness, G u s t a v u s G o w a r d . ”

ter says: 
“ In my opinion this instrmont might lie 
regarded as transferring to tho United 
States title to tho land. 
At tho time I was 
not authorized or prepared t-o accept an 
absolute title in fee simple, not knowing 
how far the United States government de­ 
sired to proceed in the matter. 
For that 
reason the phraseology employed was that 
used in the treaty, leaving thereby tho In­ 
terpretation of tho same to the department. 
“ Goat island was selected as the place 
for raising tho flag commemorating this 
event; in consideration of the fact that it 
commanded u view of the whole harbor, 
with the intention of not confining the 
States Government in its selection of any 
particular part of the shore for uso os a 
coaling station during the period covered 
by the language of the treaty—viz., leu 
years or more.’’

Friday m orning several more petitions were 
introduced praying th at the usual premium 
appropriations for county la ir associations 
be made on the basis of the total am ount 
paid in prem ium s instead of a uniform 
am ount to each fair.

VISITOR FROM A NEIGHBORING VILLAGE 
Recently a prominent lady of Brod­ 
head visited the Janesville City Hospital 
and on returning home published the 
following in the Brodhead Independent: 
Being in Janesville last week, I visit­ 
ed the City Hospital through the cour­ 
tesy of Dr. J. B. Writing, who kindly 
gave me any information I asked for. 
“ The association is organized under the 
state law, without capital, with the usual 
officers, directors, committees, etc:, six 
of the fifteen directors being ladies. In­ 
deed it seems tbat the ladies are a very 
•mportent factor in the association, and 
without their aid it would have been very 
difficult to meet expenses. The medical 
staff is composed cf all the physicians in 
the city. The year is divided into quar­ 
ters—Dr. Palmer being chief cf staff for 
the first quarter; Dr. Whiting, second* 
Dr. Barrows, third, and Dr. Bt. John 
fourth. 
“ Ihe hospital was put in w orking or­ 
der in February, 1888. For those able to 
pay, the expense is about six dollars per 
week, with the best medical care tbat the 
staff Affords, and any extra attendance 
the patient may wish to pay for. 
For 
the worthy poor who may be admitted, 
tie expense is met by contribution. Up 
to the present time, there have been 
forty- two patients in the hospital,fifteen 
of whom were charity patients. 
“ The aescciaticn has afeared for a 
hospital building the e ld residence of 
ex-Goveinor Barstow, It is pleasantly lo­ 
cated on high ground on a pleasant street 
in the first ward of the city. The build­ 
ing is three stories h igb, well ventilated, 
heated by steam, lighted by gas, furnish­ 
ed with artesian water, electric bells, and 
has telephono communication with all 
parts of the city. The matron, a bright 
little English lady, keeps everything tidy 
and homelike. There are also two other 
attendants—a man and a woman. There 
are eleven rooms, at present furnished 
for patients. Almost ti e tntire build­ 
ing bas been furnished through the gen­ 
erosity cf the people of Janesville. The 
O. & N . W. Railroad Co. has furnished 
a room, also Valeutine’s School of Tele­ 
graphy. The ladies of Christ church 
(Episcopal,) 
Presbyterian, 
First 
Mithodist, 
and 
Court 
Street 
Methodist churches have 
each fur­ 
nished rooms very comfortably. 
The 
ladies of the Congregational church fur­ 
nished the reception room, and the Bap­ 
tist ladies carpeted the halls and stair­ 
ways. Mrs. John Winans furnished one 
r ocni, aud the Total Abstinence Society 
also coe. These rooms are at the dis­ 
pel^ of these societies when needed; 
when not, they are for general use. 
I 
noticed in the reception roc rn a well- 
filled book-ceee. The surgical ward con­ 
gius applian cee for making operations as 
easily end speedily as possible. There 
is a large expense to be inst, and the 
only way to meet it is by contribution 
and the sale cf membership certificates. 
“ So far as time permitted I examine ! 
the hospital thorough y. aud found it far 
beyond my expectation 
It is an enter­ 
prise which must commend itself to 
every heart, and the wonder is, tbat it 
has been so long allowed to remain a 
matter of private benevolence. It is th** 
ouly hospital in this portion of the state. 
Rook county ought to be proud of it, and 
be ready and eager to he'p in maintain­ 
ing it. 
“ No doubt seme one from this village 
or vicinity wilt yet be glad to enjoy the 
advantages its affords. 
Green county, 
then, 
'should 
lend 
a 
helping 
hand 
to 
its 
support, 
Brodhead 
oould 
famish donations of 
money, 
clothing, and articles useful in hospital 
work. Certainly this generous enter­ 
prise should be so well supported by the 
public as to be a burden t > no one. 
Public sentiment is growing in favor 
of hospitals in villages and s t.all cities. 
It is said tnat not only is tho oust per 
bed much less rn these small hospitals, 
but the death rate is also less. Shall we 
not every one of us see what we can do 
individually for this good cause, andjper- 
haps before long the city fathers will see 
their way to a just and meded appro­ 
priation for it.

Under the heading 
of “W estbound-Park—Organ Recital,” 
the Chronicle says:— 
On Tuesday evening, at Westbourne- 
park institute, Mr. Rowland Briant, A. 
Ii. A. M., the esteemed organist of West- 
bourne-park Chapel, and conductor of 
the choral society attached to the insti­ 
tute, gave a recital on the organ. The 
programme afforded some very good 
criteria of the rarer introspective and 
executive qualities of the performer. 
Tne selections ranged from Schumann 
among th.'romanticists to Bach among 
the elder classics; and from Smart and 
Hopkins to Batiste, Salome, and Guil- 
mant, among minor argan poets. The 
limitations of the instrument for solo 
purposes, though obvious, were skilfully 
dealt with, and Mr. Briant marshalled the 
manual and pedal forces at his command 
with unfailing discrimination and ability. 
Perhaps the most critical efforts were the 
selections from Shumann—two sketches 
—“ Allegretto” and “Non Vivace.” To 
interpret on the organ, as Mr, Briant did, 
the subtle and delicate undertones and 
hidden harmonies of these characteristic 
pieces was to achieve a significant suc­ 
cess. Mr. Briant was fortunate in secur­ 
ing so admirable a vocalist as Mr. B. H . 
Grove, an artist of rare attainment in 
equable vocalisation, masterly phrasing, 
and (for a basso) exceptional fluency and 
refinement of style.
